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Numerous  calls  were  made  upon  the  applicants  and  when 
interviewed  many  applicants,  seme  cf  whom  have  been  cn  the 
housing  list  for  three  to  four  years,  regrettably  stated  their 
wish  net  to  be  considered,  for  the  tenancy  cf  a house  having 
regard  to  the  rentals.  Many  were  convinced  it  was  beyond  their 
means.  Thus  it  seems  that  Council  house  erection  in  the  district 
does  net  seem  to  be  governed  so  much  by  need  but  by  rentals. 

One  has  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  district  is  not  an  industrial 
area  and  that  a high  percentage  cf  applicants  are  generally  farm 
labourers  or  general  labourers  and  they  have  stated  that  they  feel 
they  could  not  possible  afford  a Council  house,  and  this  was 
particularly  sc  where  such  families  had  children.  Whether  such 
views  be  true  or  false  it  does  present  another  problem  for  the  local 
authority  when  they  consider  re-heusing  these  families.

SLUM  CLEARANCE 


The  problem  of  slum  clearance  is  net  a very  serious  problem 
in  this  area  as  there  are  no  slums  within  the  strict  meaning  of  the 
word.  However,  there  are  numerous  old  Cottages  which  are  common 
in  such  defects  as  ventilation,  natural  light,  dampness,  water 
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supplies  and  lew  headrccms.  These  Cottages  are  being  dealt  with 
as* the  opportunity  arises  and  during  the  year  fifteen  such  Cottages 
were  represented  tc  the  Council.  Of  the  fifteen,  (a)  seven  such 
premises  were  vacant  due  tc  the  families  having  found  alternative 
acccmmadati cn  in  some  instances;  (b)  seven  families  were  re-housed 
by  the  Council  and  (c)  one  premises  is  still  occupied  due  tc 
difficulty  in  re-housing  although  an  undertaking  has  been  received 
from  the  owner  regarding  such  premises. 

Undertakings  have  been  received  in  respect  of  fourteen 
premises  and  the  Council  have  served  a Demolition  Order  in  respect 
of  one  property. 

The  number  of  unfit  dwellings  have  however  been  greatly 
reduced  as  numerous  premises  have  had  vast  improvements  carried 
cut  tc  bring  them  up  tc  the  present  day  standard  of  fitness. 

The  matter  of  re-housing  persons  occupying  sub-standard 
houses  still  presents  a problem  as  Council  house  construction  has 
been  curtailed  somewhat  compared  with  previous  years  and  in  addition 
there  is  the  problem  as  previously  mentioned  of  rentals. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

Generally  complaints  regarding  infestation  by  rats  and  mice 
have  decreased  appreciably  this  past  twelve  months. 

Inspections  have  been  carried  cut  in  private  dwellings  and 
agricultural  dwellings  as  the  opportunity  arises  and  infestations 
have  net  been  found  to  be  sc  heavy  as  in  previous  years.  This  is 
due  I believe  tc  the  fact  that  the  public  are  now  more  conscientious 
regarding  rodent  control  and  bearing  in  mind  that  there  are  some 
excellent  baits  available  to  them,  they  do  carry  cut  a method  of 
control  in  their  own  manner  and  I firmly  believe  that  this  has  had 
a marked  effect  on  the  rat  population. 

Refuse  tips  and  disposal  works  have  also  been  regularly 

treated  by  the  Council. 


POOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS „ 

As  the  Council  arc  aware  additional  requirements  regarding 
food  premises  were  laid  down  in  the  above  regulations. 

Peed  premises  in  the  district  were  inspected  and  as  has  been 
obvious  in  the  past  the  general  standard  of  cleanliness  was 

exceptionally  good. 

The  greater  percentage  of  premises  within  the  area  may  be 
termed  as  heuse/sheps,  that  is,  they  are  not  specifically  lock  up 
shops  but  entry  is  gained  by  the  occupier  direct  from  the  house. 
Another  common  feature,  particularly  in  the  north  of  the  district 
is  that  the  occupier  or  his  family  only  are  employed  cn  the 
premises. 


Such  premises  are  also  usually  general  stores  which  serve 
a limited  population.  These  premises  normally  have  restricted 
accommodation  and  in  practice  it  has  been  found  unreasonable  tc 
require  the  occupiers  to  provide  wash  hand  basins,  etc.  They 
have  such  requirements  which  are  easily  accessible  from  the  kitchen 
and  it  seems  reasonable  to  allow  them  tc  continue  the  use  of  these 
necessities  for  the  time  being. 


REPUSE  COLLECTION 

Two  vehicles  are  fully  employed  during  the  summer  months 
due  to  the  influx  of  visitors  and  caravans  tc  the  area. 
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The  service  has  been  generally  satisfactory  but  the  site 
ftr  the  disposal  of  refuse  is  nc-t  very  satisfactory  - such  a 
site  being  Kingsmccr  Common.  Motorists  and  pedestrians  on  the 
Tenby  - Narberth  highway  have  an  unrestricted  view  of  the  site 
and  an  additional  nuisance  is  also  created  by  the  residents 
living  in  the  temporary  dwellings  on  Kingsmccr  Common  carrying 
on  the  practice  of  'totting*.  To  simplify  their  work  of  sorting 
the  refuse  they  sometimes  deliberately  set  fire  to  the  papers, 
resulting  in  the  Council  receiving  legitimate  complaints  of  smoke 
and  offensive  odour. 

It  is  being  continually  borne  in  mind  the  need  for  an 
alternative  site  and  fchis  will, we  trust,  be  achieved  in  the 
coming  year.
